Rep. Nunes unveils roads agenda

Fighting for the Central
Valley’s fair share of trans-
portation dollars, Rep. Devin
Nunes is seeking funding for
crucial projects in Fresno
and Tulare counties.

At a press conference in
Visalia, Mr. Nunes laid out
his transportation agenda
for the next several years,
including a focus on widen-
ing stretches of Highway 99
from two to three lanes, re-
pairing farm-to-market roads
and improving traffic condi-
tions around the CSUF Save
Mart Center and Fresno Yo-
semite International Airport,
among others.

Mr. Nunes submitted the
requests to be included in
the second round of the
Transportation Equity Act for
the 21st Century (TEA P

“And
with  California’s  budget
woes looming ever larger,

this may be the only chance
for some of these critical
projects to get the financing
they need to be completed.”

Mr. Nunes emphasized
the need to widen nearly 25
miles of Highway 99. Offi-
cials for the state Depart-
ment of Transportation esti-
mate traffic volumes along
the highway will double by
2020.

Among the requests Mr.
Nunes submitted:

Highway 99

$158 million to widen
24.9 miles of Highway 99 in
Tulare County from near
Tulare to north of the Conejo
Avenue over-crossing.
